Mercury Drops but Will 
Be Back Up, Cox Says 


A sudden shower came as life saver 
in Chicago yesterday afternoon, after 
five persons had died as a result of 
the heat, many had been p ed 
and a large number had been attended 
for wounds inflicted by dogs. 

The rain drove the temperature don 
twelve degrees in four hours and there 
was prospect that it would fall lower 
during the night. The drop began at 
2 o'clock, when the thermometer regis- 
tered 91. At 3 and 4 o’clock it was 90; 
at 6 it had fallen to 83, and at 6 it 
was 79. 

This was only a temporary relief, 
however, and indicated no real abate. 
ment of the heat wave, according to 
Prof. Henry J. Cox, in charge of the 
weather bureau. The only weather in 
sight is hot, he said.

Jurors Lean to Theory

Wi n J. Lindholm, former loop 
bank teller, who has been on trial in 
Judge Oscar Hebel’s court for the 
last two weeks on a charge of having 
murdered his wife, Emily, was found 
not. guilty last night after the jury 
had deliberated for two and a half 
hours. 

Lindhoim, who married Helen Dor- 
band, a north side manicurist, two 
days after his wife’s funeral, was ac- 
cused by the state of having poisoned 
his wife in order that he might be 
free to wed his affinity. Mrs. Lind- 
holm died Oct. 9, 1921. She had been 
under the care of a physician and the 
state contended her husband switched 
medicines and administered bichloride 
of mercury, 
she died. 


Wedded Under Threat. 


Lindholm on the stand told how the 
Dorband woman, for whom e had 


his wife died, practically forced him 
into marriage by threatening to kill 
both him and herself. 

Attorney George Guenther, counsel 
for the defense, contended that Mrs. 
Lindholm had not died of mercurial 
poisoning. The jurors stated they had 
deliberated so long because there was 
some question in the minds of some 
as to whether Lindholm had adminis- 
tered the poison or whether his wife, 
learning of his infidelity, had ended 
her own life. They finally decided on 
the suicide theory.

Lindholm shook hands with each 
of the jurors before he was taken back 
to the county jail.

Even if the latter plan were adopted it could not 
be made effective in the time allowed. Another 
possibility, and perhaps the most promising, is to 
obtain government authorization of use of more 
water than the amount granted by the war de- 
partment and upheld by Judge Carpenter. That 
would require congressional action. Now is the 
time to prepare for it. 

Every decent legal and political influence within 
the state should be brought to bear immediately 
upon the task of clearing the way for favorable 
action on this matter in the next congress.

Apropos of Secretary Wallace’s remarks on agri- 
cultural overproduction Fun Trrscns made some 
comment on the tremendous. improvements in pro- 
ductive methods, Among these is increase of 
yield. Experimentation in soil conservation and 
restoration, in fertilization, in selection and adapta- 
tion have shown how to increase cfops without 
increasing labor. And what is true of scientific 
discovery and application in the cage of grain 
production is illustrated as strikingly in the case 
of animal husbandry. The possibilities in either 
field are only beginning to be realized. For ex- 
ample, while the average cow in the United States 
is producing about 3,000 pounds of milk per annum, 
a prize Holstein, 5 years old, at Agassiz, British 
Columbia, has broken the world’s recorc by giving 
in 365 days 30,886 pounds of milk and 1,345 pounds 
of butter fat, which on 80% overrun would produce 
1,673 pounds of butter.
